W. C. Gruit, W. R. Humphries 
and Joseph L. Asbury, expressed 
the sentiment of the entire board 
in remarks concerning the great 
amount of work done by Mr. Bur¬ 
bank during his year of service 
on the board. As chairman of 
the committee on education, Mr. 
Burbank was credited with being 
the individual who made possible 
the success of the recent school 
bond issue. His work in other 
lines was equally efficient. Mr. 
Eastwood traced the influence of 
Mr. Burbank from the time of 
the reorganization, at which time 
Mr. Burbank drafted the by-laws, 
until the time of his resignation. 

Mr. Paschall also came in for 
a share of the oratorical bouquets, 
his splendid organizing ability be¬ 
ing clearly shown in the culmin¬ 
ation of the bond election. For 
weeks before election day, Mr. 
Paschall devoted almost his en¬ 
tire time to putting the issue 
over, and the handsome majority 
can well be credited to his ener¬ 
getic leadership. 

Press of business affairs and 
his inability to devote a proper 
amount of time to the duties in¬ 
volved as a member of the board 
were cited as Mr. Paschall's rea¬ 
sons for resigning, while Mr. Bur¬ 
bank plans on an extended trip 
with Mr. Burbank this summer, 
which will take him away for a 
great part of the time.

E LSEWHERE in this issue appeal’s a full 
report of the activities and expenses of 
the Sierra Madre Volunteer Fire Depart¬ 
ment which will prove both interesting and 
enlightening. 

That the volunteer system is highly effi¬ 
cient and at the same t : me very economical 
is indisputable from the figures given. The 
total monetary loss for the past year, to 
both property and contents, was only $2045, 
and if we figure the population of Sierra 
Madre at 5000, this represents a per capita 
loss of only 40 cents. 

Such protection was furnished at a cost 
to the tax payers of only .$1495 paid to the 
fire boys during the entire year. Even if 
we had hired only four regular paid firemen 
full time at $1500 each, this would have 
cost the city $5000, r more than four times 
the cost of the present system, and under 
the latter arrangement, there was an aver¬ 
age of 14.5 fire-fighters at the eighteen 
fires last year. Think what this added 
force means in the way of protection, and 
then these boys all home folks who are 
vitally interested m protecting their neigh¬ 
bors’ property.
